Moret Heads New Cabinet ot

LIBERALS 6AIN STRONG POINT 


With the Overthrow of the Repressive

Madrid, Oct. 22.— The L iberal lead­ 
er. Senor Moret, has achieved the re­ 
sult at which he aim ed in attacking 
the M aura governm ent, and he appears 
today as the head of a nearly com plet­ 
ed cabinet of m oderate Liberals. 
In 
addition to the prem iership Senor Mo­ 
ret will take the post of m inister of 
the interior, thus personally assum ing 
the control of dom estic o rd er and the 
task of pacifying Barcelona and Ge- 
rona. 
Perez C aballero retu rns to the m in­ 
istry a f foreign affairs, w here he pre­ 
sided in Senor M oret's cabinet in 1906, 
and in that of Marquis De Armijo, 
which succeeded th a t of Senor Moret. 
Two o th er m em bers of Senor Mo- 
r e f s form er cabinet will e n te r the new 
m inistry, nam ely, G eneral DeLuque as 
m inister of war, and Senor G aset as 
m inister of commerce. 
Senor Alva- 
darado will be m inister of finance; 
Admiral Concas, m inister of m arine; 
Senor Del Campo, m inister of Justice, 
and Senor Barose, m in ister of public 
institutions. 
Although Senor M aura says public­ 
ly th at his retirem en t w as forced by 
the D em ocrats and Liberals breaking 
relations with the governm ent and re­ 
fusing to discuss bills, it is stated by 
well-informed persons th a t his resig­ 
nation was i*artly arrang ed with the 
Liberal.* for th e purpose of placating 
foreign opinion, stopping th e Ferrer- 
ite dem onstration* abroad, and also 
w ith th** idea of giving a new turn to 
th e Riff cam paign, which is arousing 
serious disco nten t In Spain. 
It will not b** surprising if General 
M arina, th** Spanish com m ander in 
Morocco, is soon recalled and replaced 
by G eneral 
W eyler, as already ru­ 
mored. 
Senor Moret has as yet m ade no for­ 
mal declaration of his policy, but he 
tells inquirers that it will be concila- 
tory. 
A lthough th** new g ov ern m en t’s 
policy will net In any case go the full 
length of th eir view*, It is announced 
that the Republicans and D em ocrats 
will split it. 
T his d* * i>ion is based on 
their expectation th a t repression in 
C atalonia will cease and the constitu­ 
tional grant be restored. 
News from th e provinces tell of en­ 
thusiastic rejoicings with decorations 
and hands, o ver the fall of the Maura 
governm ent.

The ditches 
a r e ^ from"'twenty to seventy feet in 
width, ten fact (hep and were con­ 
structed by iiteans 'fit steam 
dipper 
dredges. 
All this work w a i 
small county drainage districts at "X 
cost of from $3 to $6 an a* re. 
Now' the most elaborate system of 
drainage ever undertaken is that just 
planned by the Little River Drainage 
District, which will undertake to con 
vert about 500,000 acres of lowlands 
Into the richest and most productive 
farming section of the state. 
They 
estimate 
an 
expenditure 
of 
nearly 
$3,000,000 In the work. Within a short 
time work will be commenced on a 
diversion 
channel, 
which 
will 
start 
near the lines of Bollinger and Cape 
Girardeau counties. 
It will be nearly 
thirty miles in length and will divert 
the six streams flowing into the low­ 
lands and conduct their waters info 
the Mississippi river about three miles 
south of the city of Cape Girardeau. 
The drainage enterprise of southeast 
Missouri has reached such a m agni­ 
tude that it has quite often been re­ 
ferred 
to 
as 
the 
“Little 
Panama 
Canal." 
Its 
completion 
means 
the 
opening up of one of the greatest and 
most productive farming sections in 
the entire country. 
The government 
Is 
also 
lending 
valuable 
assistance 
toward protecting the country from 
overflow' water. 
An immense levee is 
now under way of construction. 
This 
levee starts in just south 
of Cape 
Girardeau and borders the lowlands 
on the east, following the river at a 
varied distance of from one to three 
miles, 
passing 
through 
the 
eastern 
boundary of the big swamp. The right 
of way. which is covered with Iar**» 
forest trees, is being cleared and the 
levee constructors are following close­ 
ly behind throwing up the dump. This 
levee will terminate at the foot of the 
hills In 
Scott county. 
The section 
through which this levee is being built 
has for many years been the pathway 
tor w’aters of the Mississippi 
whee 
it overflowed its banks, and through 
this channel nenrly all of the lower 
country is annually covered to a depth 
of several feet. 
Several months will 
be consumed in its construction, but 
the w’ork 
will
